The Cnamber of Commerce has 
set up an efficient organization 
to put the matter fairly and fully 
before the people so that they 
may intelligently render a de¬ 
cision at the polls in about three 
weeks. Tomorrow night, Nov. 16, 
at 7:45, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce members, representatives 
of the Parent-Teachers Associa¬ 
tion, the Citizens Committee and 
other leaders in community af¬ 
fairs will assemble at the city 
hall for an informal conference 
on ways and means to put the 
bond issue over. 

This meeting will be followed 
by a general mass meeting of 
all citizens who may possibly be 
brought out, next Tuesday even¬ 
ing, Nov. 19. This session will 
also be held at the City hall and 
the hour has been set at 7:45. 
■Good speakers have been arrang¬ 
ed for and the three members of 
the school board will be present 
to answer any questions that may 
come up. 

All interested citizens are urged 
to attend this vitally important 
meeting in order to get first-hand 
and accurate information on the 
subject, rather than to depend 
upon hearsay or stay at home, 
and nurse a pre-formed prejudice. 
Figures as *o costs and plans of 
the building, the amount that 
taxes will be Increased, the na¬ 
ture of the bonds and how they 
are to be retired, all these will 
be fully taken up and explained 
Tuesday evening.
